e are credibly informed that there are many workingmen in this 
W country who positively decline to look upon this paper as a friend, 

We have, it appears, forfeited all claim to be considered friendly 
or well-disposed by our persistence in saying unpleasant things; and we 
must sadly acknowledge that we have had to say a great many unpleasant 
things within the last few years — things unpleasant for us to say, and un- 
pleasant for the workingman to hear. We have had to say that many of 
the leaders in whom the workingman puts his faith are incompetent, in- 
sincere, dishonest and mischievous. We have had to say that the laws of 
this country were made to protect all citizens alike, and that all citizens 
alike should respect and obey them. We have had to say that one wrong 
was not the best corrective of another, and that even an exasperated 
striker owed a certain respect to the community in which he struck. 
And we have had to say what seems to have been hardest of all to hear, 
that so long as the majority of workingmen preferred unskilled to skilled 
labor, so long would both branches of the labor market suffer — because 
there would be too manv unskilled laborers for the natural demand, and 
too few skilled laborers to make it safe for manufacturers to risk capital 
in employing them.

Having thus forfeited all claim to the title of friend of the working- 
man, it would be indelicate for us to argue the matter, or to try to prove 
that there is more friendship in a bitter, wholesome truth than there is in 
a sugared but innutritious lie. In truth, from what we have seen of the 
professed ‘* friend of the workingman,” we should prefer to be the working- 
man’s friend without either making the profession or getting the credit. 
But if we renounce all pretensions to the honor, we are certainly at 
liberty to inquire of the workingman how much good he is getting out of 
the friends he has chosen of late — especially out of those whom he 
grappled to his soul with hooks of steel last November. How goes it 
with you, brother? You heard them then; you heard how they loved 
you, and how they yearned for the opportunity of serving you — how 
jealously they guarded your interests — how unselfishly they sought to 
protect you against your foes — how little they thought of themselves, 
and how much they thought of you! How fares it with you and your 
interests now —now that the mists of November have cleared away, and 
the fresh Spring sunshine is bringing in the dull Summer season?

You remember the terrible things that they told you would happen, 
if you did not let them save you?) You remember how, if Mr, Cleveland 
was elected, a period of depression was to come upon the business of the 
country: factories were to close, wages were to be reduced — whereas 
Mr. Harrison’s election was to bring you good business, good wages, a 
good market for your labor, and prosperity generally. Well, Mr. Cleve- 
land has been defeated and Mr. Harrison has been elected. And where 
are you? And how are your wages? Have they been increased or 
reduced? Are the factories running full time, or are they shutting down ? 
Is the labor market booming, or is it true that never in years were your 
strikes so hopeless, the power and influence of your unions and knight- 
hoods and federations so crippled and weakened ? Looking at the matter 
in the light of common sense, how fares it with you, brother? Or, if we 
may put a comprehensive question in the language of those same friends 
of yours: :

You are in the soup, just where your Sienda, the politicians, left 
you when they were done with you last November. You are in the soup, 
and there you will stay for four years, and there you will go again at the 
end of those four years, unless, in the meantime, you learn the wisdom 
of exercising common sense. Six months ago, you let these men lead 
you by the nose. You marched around, shrieking for Protection, pro- 
claiming that you did not want British Free Trade— which nobody had 
offered you—and asserting that a Home Market was good enough for 
you. Well, then, you have your Protection— and are likely to have 
more of it — you have no Free Trade— and none too much trade of any 
kind -— and you have vour Home Market—what there is of it. And, 
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right and left, mills and factories are shutting down on you, your wages 
are reduced, and business is bad all over, with no signs of bettering. 
Does the flavor of the soup satisfy you? It is likely to be your diet 
while you support these same expensive friends. For while you drink 
the thin “‘skilly” of hard times, they live comfortably on the turtle-soup 
of protected prosperity — which you pay for.

And what did you expect, brother? Have you not known these 
“‘friends” for years and years? Chief among them was Mr, Andrew 
Carnegie, who can manage a lock-out better than any man in this coun- 
try; and there was hardly one in all the list who had not been de- 
nounced, at some time, as an oppressor of labor. We are not discus- 
sing the justice or injustice of this denunciation: we merely state a fact 
— that your “friends” were of the very class which you are fond of 
accusing of capitalistic tyranny.

What led you to think that they desired to serve you, or to serve 
anybody but themselves? They wanted protection, of course. Protection 
is the government’s guarantee to the manufacturer that no foreigner shall 
be allowed to compete with him, and that he shall be allowed to fix his 
own prices as high as he chooses. They wanted a Home Market — 
naturally. As they owned the market, and made the prices to suit them- 
selves, it is hard to see why they needed any thing more. But what 
under the sun did you want of these things? They were just what you 
had then, what you had had all your lifetimes — and, having them, you 
were far from satisfied. And yet you felt sure that you did n’t want 
British Free Trade, or even an American reduction of seven per cent. in 
your tariff taxes.

wen I First conceived the idea of moving into the 
country, my friends thought I was only joking; and 
when J finally made up my mind to try this change, 
they regarded me with a sort of satirical awe, and 
did n’t hesitate to make me the target of many inno- 
cent sallies of wit. I was assured that a ten-dollar flat, 
builded on made ground — ground made of ashes and 
what not —in Harlem, was preferable to the finest 
palatial pile in the loveliest suburban park, 

I had all the imperfections of the train service 
pointed out to me, and had my mind ventilated on 
the subject of the steepness of the prices of country produce in the 
country, and I was not allowed to remain in ignorance of the many 
drawbacks, imaginary or real, that diversify existence for the man who 
dwells in the suburbs, 

The only consolation offered me was that I might have done worse 
— I might have gone to Brooklyn. 

But, in spite of all the unhallowed predictions of my friends, | 
departed, bag and baggage, determined to enjoy the poetic charms of 
pastoral life — and a low rent.

I could not strike at a mosquito for fear of 
offending a bee, and the result was that I invariably wore a hat in the 
house, lest the top of my head should become as full of holes as a 
porous plaster.

Every passing breeze would open them, and ripple 
under the carpets, causing them to throb like a theatrical ocean, filling 
the house with dust. And a swarm of mosquitos would come in every 
time.
